Pipeline Metal Created Here 


Research Group Solves Viscosity Problem

E n g in eers, 
geologists, 
geophyscists and chemists 
are attempting to alleviate 
the energy crisis through 
their research being con­ 
ducted at the Atlantic Rich­ 
field 
Research 
Center in 
Plano. 
In the past the center has 
worked on such problems as 
the 
Alaskan 
pipeline, 
oil 
shale 
recovery, 
and 
secondary recovery of oil 
and gas. 
The chemical engineering 
group at the center headed 
by J.S, (Sully) Sullivan was 
responsible for the metal of 
the Alaskan pipeline and 
discovering the pumpability 
of the crude 
When the North Slope of 
Alaska was discovered in 
1968, the crude seemed to 
congeal, and the center was 
asked 
if 
it 
could 
be 
recovered and piped out. 
Sullivan said the ce n te r 
worked 
on 
that 
problem 
from 
July 
of 
1968 
until 
February’ of 1969. The a n ­ 
swer was “yes, BUT ...” 
“We constructed a minus- 
60 d eg ree lab and 
ran 
through 
numerous 
tests,” 
Sullivan 
said. 
“ We 
were 
afraid the oil would be too 
cold to pump, but we ran into 


another problem. The yo-yo 
effect (raising and lowering 
of the temperature of the 
crude oil) gave us a lot of 
p roblem s 
until 
" we 
m a ste re d 
the 
thaw -heat 
cycles. 
“ As the oil passed through 
pum ping 
stations, 
the 
friction increased the heat of 
the 
cru d e 
and 
raised 
questions about the stability 
of the perm afrost,” Sullivan 
said. 


Not all permafrost is ice, 
he explained, some of it is 
rock. Where the permafrost 
is stable the group recom­ 
mended that the pipeline be 
buried with no insulation, 
but where the permafrost 
m ight 
becom e 
unstable 
til rough contact w ith 
the 
heat it was suggested that 
the pipeline be elevated and 
insulated, he said. 
In 
Arctic 
temperatures, 
steel is brittle and breaks 


like icicles, Sullivan said. So 
after determining that the oil 
was 
pum pable, 
the 
engineers had to discover 
what kind of metals would be 
needed for the pipeline. 
To 
insure o r a t i o n 
in 
A rctic 
conditions, 
the 
chemistry of the steel must 
be closely 
controlled, 
he 
said.

found for the contract 
The American steql 
in­ 
dustry uses the open Hearth 
type furnace which cannot 
easily control the quality of 
steel necessary for Arctic 
conditions, he said, but 
foreign mills use modern 
concepts of closed hearths 
Specifications called for 
800 miles of pipe weighing 
250 pounts per foot. 
The 
Japanese were preferred for 
technical reasons, and they 
also made the low bid on the 
pipe. Sullivan said. At first, 
rejects were running 80 
percent in the mills; 
but 
under close supervision by 
the engineers, rejects have 
dropped to less than one 
percent and the steel is now 
tougher than required. 
“ The North Slope has a
